“TRADE-SCHOOLS  REGULATION  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  by  Order  in 
Council  No.  773,  approved  April  1st,  1955,  pursu¬ 
ant  to  the  provisions  of  section  10  of  the  “  Trade- 
schools  Regulation  Act,”  being  chapter  341  of  the 
"  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  the 
following  regulations  be  made  governing  barber- 
schools: — 

Special  Regulations  Governing  Barber-schools 

1.  Hours. — The  hours  of  instruction  for  students 
in  barber-schools,  unless  otherwise  approved  in 
writing  by  the  Minister  of  Labour,  shall  be  as 
follows:  Monday  to  Friday,  inclusive,  9  a. in.  to 
5  p.m.,  excepting  statutory  holidays.  Every  student 
shall  be  allowed  a  lunch  and  rest  period  of  one 
hour  between  the  hours  of  12  noon  and  2  p.m. 
The  hours  of  class  instruction  shall  be  from  9  to 
10  a.m. 

2.  Course  of  Study. — A  school  shall  provide  a 
full  course  of  instruction  which  is  adequate  to 
prepare  students  for  B.C.  barbers’  examinations 
and  the  general  practice  of  the  trade.  Accurate 
records  shall  be  kept  of  the  hours  during  which 
each  student  attends  the  school,  and  no  diploma 
or  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  a  student  by  the 
proprietor  or  operator  of  any  school  until  the 
student  has  completed  such  full  course. 

3.  Contract. — No  student  may  commence  work 
in  a  barber-school  until  a  contract  in  accordance 
with  the  “  Trade-schools  Regulation  Act  ”  on  a 
form  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Labour  has 
been  entered  into  between  such  student  and  the 
proprietor  or  operator  of  the  school. 

4.  Medical  Certificate.  —  No  student  shall  be 
enrolled  until  he  has  obtained  a  certificate  from  a 
qualified  medical  practitioner  certifying  that  he  is 
free  from  all  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 
Such  medical  certificate  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
operator  of  the  trade-school  where  the  same  shall 
be  available  for  inspection  at  all  times. 

5.  Services. — A  barber-school  shall  not  be  situ¬ 
ated  on  the  same  premises  as  a  barber-shop. 

A  person  holding  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in 
barbering,  issued  by  the  Barbers’  Association  of 
British  Columbia,  shall  not  perform  any  act  of 
barbering  in  a  barber-school  except  (1)  in  the 
capacity  of  instructor  to  students,  (2) with  special 
permission  of  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

A  charge  for  material  used  and  for  the  services 
of  any  student  to  the  public  must  not  exceed  the 


following  scale: — 

Haircut,  including  neck-shave _  $0.35 

Shaving  _  .25 

Other  services  not  specified,  not 

more  than  _  .25 

unless  permission  in  writing  has  been  obtained 
from  the  Minister  of  Labour. 


6.  Signs  and  Notices. — Barber-schools  must  carry 
a  sign  outside  their  premises  in  conformity  with 
section  17  of  the  “  Barbers  Act,”  and  must  also 
post  within  the  premises  notices  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Minister  of  Labour  informing  the  general 
public  seeking  service  that  such  service  may  be 
rendered  only  by  students  or  persons  who  have  not 
yet  passed  the  qualifying  examination  in  this  Prov¬ 
ince  and  such  other  notices  as  the  Minister  of 
Labour  may  require. 

Every  school  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  the  establishment  a  price-list 
showing  the  maximum  charges  permissive  for 
student  services  and  material. 

Any  attempt  to  indicate  to  the  general  public 
that  a  barber-shop  is  operated  on  the  school 
premises  will  make  registration  liable  to  immediate 
cancellation. 

7.  Advertising. — The  use  of  any  advertising  re¬ 
lating  to  any  barber-school  which  may  tend  to 
mislead  is  prohibited,  and  the  keeper  or  operator 
of  any  such  school  may  be  required  to  discontinue 
any  specified  advertisement  or  means  of  adver¬ 
tisement. 


8.  Health,  Sanitary,  and  Safety  Regulations. — 
Every  proprietor  or  operator  of  a  barber-school 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  carrying-out  of 
all  health,  sanitary,  and  safety  regulations  upon 
and  within  the  school  premises. 

9.  Fees. — The  fees  for  registration  and  renewal 
of  registration  under  the  Act  shall  be  $10  per 
annum,  provided  that  where  any  other  trade-school 
is  carried  on  on  the  same  premises  as  a  barber- 
school  the  fees  for  registration  and  renewal  of 
registration  shall  be  $10  per  annum  in  respect  of 
the  barber-school  and  $4  per  annum  in  respect  of 
each  additional  trade-school  carried  on  on  the 
premises,  with  a  maximum  total  fee  of  $50. 

It).  Costing  Regulations. — A  copy  of  these  regu¬ 
lations  must  be  posted  in  plain  view  within  the 
school  premises.

“(o)  No  milk-house  shall  be  part  of  a  dwelling 
or  have  direct  entrance  from  any  building,  except 
that  when  a  building  or  part  of  a  building  known 
as  a  milking-parlour  or  milking-room  used  solely 
for  milking  purposes  is  an  integral  part  of  the 


milk-house;  a  self-closing  door  may  be  placed  in 
a  partition  which  shall  separate  the  milking-parlour 
or  milking-room  from  the  milk-house.” 

3.  In  Regulation  4,  under  the  heading  “  Pasteur¬ 
ized  Milk  and  Pasteurized  Cream,”  delete  the 
words  “  more  than  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000) 
bacteria  (colonies)  per  cubic  centimetre,”  and  sub¬ 
stitute  the  words  “  more  than  two  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  (200,000)  bacteria  (colonies)  per  cubic  centi¬ 
metre.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary, 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session:—

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.
